CAIRO, Aug. S |R) — Egypt Friday 
received a lengthy letter from Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin but there appeared 
little likelihood it would lead to an early 
resumption of negotiations on autonomy for 
the Palestinians. The 15-page letter in Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat was handed over by Israeli 
Ambassador Eliahu hen Elissar to Egypt's 
Vice-President Hosni Mubarak. 

Later both men told reporters they 
remained optimistic that the crisis in Israel r- 
Egyptian relations over the status of 
Jerusalem would eventually be resolved. 

But Mubarak said his first reaction to the 
.letter was that Egypt would not resume talks 
with pre-conditions. Cairo asserts that a new 
Israeli law absorbing Arab East Jerusalem 
into 3 united Zionist capital has made the, 
autonomy talks meaningless because the 
Jerusalem question should be decided in the 
negotiations. 

Egypt postponed the talks after the Israeli 
parliament passed the law and President 
Sadat sent Begin a protest note saying Israel 
had seriously damaged Middle East diplo- 
macy. 

According to leaks in the Israeli press. 
Begins reply accuses Egypt of persistently 
violating the Camp David peace agreements. 
Further developments in the row were not 
expected until Sadat, now on religious retreat 
in the Sinai desert, returns to confer with 
other government leaders. 

Mubarak said he would discuss Bogin's let- 
ter with Foreign Minister Kamal Hasan Ali. 
senior deputy prime minister. Fouad 
Mohicddin and other aides. The group would 
probably report to Sadat early next week, he 
added. 

Meanwhile Egypt has launched a diploma- 
tic campaign to explain its stand to foreign 
governments. Messages have been sent to a 
number of countries, including the United 
States — the third party in the autonomy 
talks — China. Britain and West Germany. 

Groups of ambassadors here have also 
been briefed by Cairo's Deputy Foreign 
Minister. Boutros Boutros Ghali. 
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TEL AVIV. Aug. S(R) — Israeli occupa- 
tion forces Friday blew up a house they said 
belonged to a Palestinian commando in the 
occupied Gaza Strip, military sources said. 
The house, in the village of Beit Lahiva. 
belonged to Yousef Dawayis who was 
arrested a few weeks ago and charged with 
placing a bomb on a bus in Tel Aviv last 
month. The bomb was discovered and dis- 
mantled before it exploded. 

The sources said it had been decided to 
blow' up his house as a "warning to others” 
to deter them From resistance acts against 
Israeli occupation. 

Meanwhile. Israel imposed new restric- 
tions on Palestinian activities Thursday, 
ordering seven leading Paleatinian West 
Bank nationalists not to leave their towns 
for an indefinite period. 

The orders were an attempt to quash 
what an official source called •‘trouble- 
makers" in the occupied West Bank and 
Arab East Jerusalem, where there have 
been long-running protest against condi- 
tions for Palestinian security prisoners in 
Israeli jails. Relatives of the prisoners have 
been demonstrating sporadically for more 
than three weeks. 


Military sources confirmed that orders 
had been given to seven Palestinians, all of 
them members of the National Guidance 
Council that was decimated earlier this 
summer when two West Bank mayors were 
deported and two others were severely 
wounded in ear-bombings. 

Akram Haniya. editor of the West 
Jerusalem Arabic daily .4 - Shaab . said he 
hud been summoned to the Israeli military 
governors office in Ramailah to receive a 
written order forbidding him from leaving 
Ramailah for an indefinite period. The 
order, in effect, prevents him from reaching 
his paper's office in Jerusalem. 

Also restricted were the editors of Al - 
Fajr and A -Taliya, which like .4 - Shaab 
have protested against the prisoners condi- 
tions in Israeli jails. El Bireh mayor Ibrahim 
Tavvil. Anabta mayor Wahid Hamdalu. 
Mrs. Samiah Khalil. heaJ of the an activ ist 
women's society in El Rireah. and Ibrahim 
EL-Dakak. chairman of the Engineers' 
Union in East Jerusalem. 

While the six West Bankers were forbid- 
den to leave their towns. Ei-Dakak was 
ordered not to go into the West Bank. 


Pentagon’s plans include 
Red Sea Egyptian air base

WASHINGTON. Aug. 8 — The Pen- 
tagon's plans for defending U.S. interests in 
the Arabian Gulf region include American 
military access to the Egyptian Air Base at 
Ras Banas. a facility on the Red Sea coast 
across from Saudi Arabia, it was reported 
here Thursday. 

The Defense Department has drafted 
plans to spend millions of dollars improving 
the facilities at Ras Banas and a number of 
other military bases in the region, including 
Oman. Kenya and the Island of Diego Gar- 
cia. according to the Washington Pah. 

The U.S. has negotiated access rights to 
these bases in exchange for an American 
commitment to spend millions to improve 
them, the Post said. 

The Pentagon has decided to speed up 
plans to upgrade these facilities, the paper 


Dayan urges ‘better’ leadership 


TEL AVIV. Aug. S(R1— Former Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan said in an interview- 
published Friday that an international cam- 
paign was being mounted against Israel which 
could cost the Zionist stare its independence. 
He called for better leadership of the country. 

Dayan told the English-language 
Jerusalem Post: " An international offensive is 
being mounted against us that could lead to 
the end of Israel — if not the state as a physi- 
cal entity, then its political, economic and 
security independence. 

“Our situation is very grave indeed, and 
Jews in Israel and throughout the diaspora 
(the Jewish dispersionl must be alerted and 
made to take steps." 

Davan resigned from the govemmenr of 
Prime' Minister Menahem Begin last year 
because of differences over the handling of 
negotiations to grant autonomy to the Pales- 
tinians of occupied Arab territories. 

Without directly criticising Begin on his 
administration, Dayan said Israel lacked 
proper leadership and was responding to 
initiatives by others. 

He warned Israelis against growing 
economic dependence on foreign aid and a 
decrease in the number of Jews immigrating 
to Israel. 

In another interview published by the 
newspaper Yediot Aharonot, Dayan accused 
Egvpt of deliberately slowing the proceeds of 
normalizing its relations with Israel following 
the peace treaty betwreen the two countries. 
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He said: “The Egyptians don't want to 
implement the normalization and turn it into 
a reality. They make it difficult for every 
Egyptian who is willing to do commercial 
business with Israel.

U.S. access to Ras Banas is especially sig- 
nificant to the American military in light of 
Saudi Arabia's opposition to such a presence 
on its territory." the newspaper noted. 

Ras Bunas is a long finger of land extending 
into the Red Sea. opposite the Saudi Arabian 
town of Yanbu. 

The U.S. Navy has also been directed to set 
aside funds for hospital ships in its budgets 
over the next five years. These ships would be 
used m handle casualties from military 
actions involving the new V.S. Rapid 
Deployment Force, designed primarily to 
deal with crises in the Guif region. 

The navy has been asked to spend more 
money on planned improvements at bases on 
Oman's Masirah island, in Kenya, and on the 
British-owned Island of Diego Garcia. 

"The Carter administration is turning that 
tiny islanJ in the Indian Ocean into a bastion 
of American military power — with the cost 
expected to total one billion dollars. " the Post 
said. 

As for the bases in Egypt. Oman and 
Kenya, the administration has promised to 
keep its military presence there in "low pro- 
file". the newspaper added. 


OSLO. Aug. 8 (R) — The Saudi Arabian 
government has canceled a visit to Saudi 
Arabia by Norwegian Trade Secretary Reiulf 
Steen, a government official said here.State 
Secretary Per Martin Oelberg of the trade 
department said Thursday Saudi Arabian 
Authorities had canceled the planned visit 
after Norway voted against a United Nations 
resolution condemning Israel. 

Saudi Arabia had also expressed displeas- 
ure at Norwegian television's plans to screen 
the TV' V\\m Death of a Princess, Oelberg said. 

Steen, who is also chairman of the Nor- 
wegian Labor Party had planned to visit 
Saudi Arabia in November for political talks. 
'He would have taken the opportunity to 
boost industrial and shipping cooperation 
between the two countries, business sources 
said. 

A spokesman for the Norwegian Shipow- 
ners' Federation said the state- run television 
company should reconsider its decision to 
screen Death of a Princess. 

In another development the Norwegian 
government will not invite Yasser Arafat, 
leader of the Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) to Norway. Foreign Secretary 
Knut FrydenJund said. Government sources 
said Arafat had expressed a wish to visit the 
Scandinavian countries, including Norway. 

But in a television interview this week. 
Fry denzlund said that Norway would extend 
its contacts with the PLO only if the organiza- 
tion began to take an active part in working 
toward peace in the Middle East. 



U.S. to resume stockpiling oil

WASHINGTON. Aug. K — President 
Jimmy Carter has quietly ordered the Energy- 
Department to resume stockpiling oil for the 
nation's strategic petroleum reserve, despite 
objections from Saudi Arabia and other oil- 
producing states. 

Carter issued an executive order this week 
to Energy Secretary Charles Duncan in 


response to a new law requiring the president 
to resume filling the staregic reserve on Oct. I 
at a rate of 1U0.UUU barrels a day. 

The White House, worried about adverse 
reaction to the move oil producers, made no 
formal announcement of the new excutive 
order. But copies of the order were made 
available to journalists who asked for it. 

The Energy Department has also kept sil- 
ent about the decision.

UMRA: President Zia-UFHaq of Pakistan 
was to leave Mecca Friday evening after 
performing Umra, the minor pilgrimage 
on Thursday.

Car bomb defused in east Beirut 
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BEIRUT. Aug. K (Agencies) — A power- 
ful boobytrap bomb was discovered and 
defused in a car parked at a crowded square 
in mostly Christian east Beirut FriJay. the 
“Voice of Lebanon" radio of the right-wing 
Phalange Party reported. The broadcast said 
the car was rigged with 50 kilograms of high 
explosives that would have caused a "tragic 
disaster" if they went off. 

Bachir Gemayel. military commander of 
the Phalange Party which fielded the largest 
rightist Christian militia in Lebanon's 1975- 
7i> civilian war. indirectly accused Palesti- 
nians of masterminding the car bombing 
wave. 

Yasser Arafat's Palestine Liberation 
Organization refuted the charge and blamed 
the blasts on Israeli agents. 

A car explosion Thursday rocked a 
crowded shopping area in east Beirut, killing 
one man and wounding 30 other passersby. 
Phalangist radio reported. 

A car loaded with an estimated 40 kilos of 
dynamite blew up near a vacant movie thea- 
ter in Sassine Square during the lunch hour 
rush in the heart of east Beirut's commercial 
and shopping center, the reported said. Dead 


man was identified as Joseph Yussef, age 1*0. 
from Alev. An organization calling itself the 
7th of July Movement claimed responsibility 
in an anonymous call to Beirut newspapers. 

The group is believed to be part of the 
National Liberal Party, the Phalangist 
militias main ri\al in east Beirut. The Phalan- 
gis militia headed by Bachir Gemayel gained 
near total control over east Beirut on July 7, 
following severe clashes with the National 
Liberal Parly's militia, headed by the son of 
former President Chamoun. an estimated 
300 persons died in the inter-Christian fight- 
ing. A spokesman for the Phalangist Party- 
declined to speculate on who was behind the 
bombing and described the attacks as" acts of 
terrorism aimed at creating instability and 
confusion in the area." 

A week ago. a car explosion in the same 
eastern suburbs killed three persons and 
wounded I more. An investigation on the 
incidents is continuing. A PLO statement 
said sexcral booby-trapped cars were disco- 
vered in the last 10 days in mostly Muslim 
west Beirut. 

During this week, two more cars packed 


with explosives were discovered in western 
Beirut. The Palestinian resistance security- 
forces found the first, and Lebanese security- 
forces the second. 

Earlier Israeli-backed Christian 
militiamen shelled a string of villages in south 
Lebanon late Wednesday and early Thursday- 
near positions held by Dutch. Irish and 
Ghanaian peacekeepers, a U.N. spokesman 
said. 

The incidents followed a threat by Leban- 
ese Army renegade Maj. Saad Haddad to 
launch a new offensive against Palestinians 
and allies if they continued to attack Israel. 

One civilian was wounded in the village of 
Yater. 10 kilometers inland from the 
Mediterranean and seven kJlometers north of 
the Israeli border, the U.N. spokesman said. 

Haddad also repeated his threat to con- 
tinue shelling southern border villages if U.N. 
forces could not control Palestinian infiltra- 
tion within his enclave. He had previously 
threatened to resort to other unspecified 
means. 

Haddad, a renegade army major, controls 
an eight-kilometer strip of land along Leba- 
non's 1 00- kilometer-long border with Israel. 


Jesse Jackson calls for black- Arab links

WASHINGTON. Aug. 8 — American 
black leader Reverend Jesse Jackson has 
appealed to the Arab world to foige a serious 
reciprocal relationship with this country's 
black community. 

Commenting on this past year's initial con- 
tacts between U.S. black leaders and officials 
in the Arab world. Jackson said the time had 
come “to move beyond novelty into sub- 
stance" in Arab-black relations. 

Jackson made his remarks Wednesday dur- 
ing a meeting here with correspondents of 
Arab newspapers. 


"The .Arab states must see us (the black 
community) as a third world nation, and 
relate to us in that context. " Jackson said. 

Comparing situation of blacks in the US. 
to that of the Palestinians. Jackson said: "We 
live on the West Bank. We are a government 
in exile.” 

Arabs should forge a reciprocal political 
and economic relationship with America's 
black community, he said. 

Jackson, who heads the Chicago- based 
economic self-help organization called oper- 
ation" Push", said the Arabs should take into 
account the potential impact of America's 17 
million eligible black voters on the U.S. polit- 


ical process. 

Commenting on the presidential race. 
Jackson said his organization had not yet 
come out in support of any of the major pres- 
idential candidates. 

But the black vote would be the "wild 
card" in this year selection, since both Jimmy 
Caner and Ronald Reagan were actively sol- 
iciting black American support. 

"We in fact now hold the key to the White 
House." he said. 

Jackson was strongly critical of the candi- 
dacy of independent John Anderson, who he 
accused of being “to the right of Menahem 
Begin.” 


UNITED NATIONS. Aug. 8 (R) — 
Members of the Organization of Islamic Con- ; 
fercncc angered by Israel" s Jerusalem policy, - 
have decided to use a tough American plan 
for sanctions against Iran as their model fora 
proposed boycott against Israel, diplomatic 
sources said. 

Delegates of the 40-nation Conference, 
who met behind closed doors, thus raised 
demands they made in a first draft two days 
ago of their tentative resolution for Security - 
Council action. 

The Islamic states' revision of their earlier 
proposals and the need for further extensive 
private consulations appeared likely to post- 
pone the start of. Council debate until next 
week, when it would coincide with the U:S. 
Democratic Party convention in New York. 

A further meeting of the Islamic Confer- 
ence states was to be held Friday to go over 
the proposed new text. 

Previously, this would have had the Coun- 
cil simply call on all members “to apply 
measures against Israel, as provided in Arti- 
cle 41 (Chapter VII) of the charter." 

This article covers diplomatic arid 
economic sanctions, but not in such detail as 
was proposed in the vetoed American resolu- 
tion concerning Iran. Resolutions adopted 
under chapter VH are mandatory on aH 
member states. 

The Islamic members . of the Security 
Council. Bangladesh. Niger and Tunisia, will 
seek the support of others among the 15 
Council members for the proposal and report 
back to the rest of the working group, 
perhaps Monday, before handing it in. for 
formal circulation as a U.N. document.- 

Meanwhile, the U.N.- Palestinian Rights 
Co mmittce said the Sec* irs« y Council “should 
now examine practical ways and means” 
under the U.N. Charter to obtain full 
implementation of the Council's June 30 
demand on Israel not to change the status of 
Jerusalem. 

The committee circulated its position' in a 
letter to U.N. Secretary-General Kurt: Wal- 
dheim from the committee chairman, Faiiiou 
Kane of Senegal. 

In statements here while the debate on 
Jerusalem was going on in the Security Coun- 
cil at the end of June, several Islamic spokes- 
men warned of diplomatic and economic 
repercussions against any state that recog- 
nized Israel's claim to ali Jerusalem:

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Meetings focus on needs 
of Riyadh medical school 


HOUSTON. Aug. 8 — Riyadh University 
is not only planning a new campus, but new 
colleges of instruction axe rapidly being 
developed. 

Saudi Business reported that a conference 
of top-level allied health administrators from 
across the United States met in Houston. 
Texas, recently to "brainstorm ' about the 
proposed expansion of the College of Allied 
Medical Sciences at Riyadh University. 

“I am amazed that in two days we could 
agree and come up with a concensus on the 
organization needed (for the college), the 
programs needed, plus a strategy for follow 
up,” said Dr. Lee Holder, coordinator of the 
conference and dean of the College of Com- 
munity and Allied Health at the University of 
Tennessee in Memphis. 

The eighteen health professionals, most of 
them deans from various universities around 
the United States, attended the conference 
was hosted by Dr. Ibrahim Al-Sowavgh. dean 
of the Allied Medical Science College, and 
Dr. Samir Islam, technical advisor to the 
Ministry of Health, at the Saudi Arabian 
Educational Mission in Houston, Texas. 

The assembled health professionals 
worked from a written report done by the 
Ministry of Health that outlined the man- 
power needs and the objectives of Saudi 
Arabia in the allied health field which 
includes such medical support functions as 
emergency medical technology, laboratory 
technicians and nurses. The College of Allied 
Medical Sciences at Riyadh University cur- 
rently has a nursing program but will be 
expanded to include all related health Field 
vocations, according to Dr. Mansour Al- 
Turki, president of the university. 

For the Kingdom, the team of consultants 
particularly emphasized the need for 
emergency medical training. 

‘“Adequately trained personnel is very 
important to Saudi Arabia because of the 
high traffic accident rate," Dr. Holder said. 
"They desperately need personnel trained in 
the treatment of trauma and shock for high- 
way victims." 

However, deciding to train such 
emergency room personnel can pose a prob- 
lem for Riyadh University. Riyadh Univer- 
sity offers baccalaureate programs, or 
degrees that require four full years of college 
work. Several of the programs being recom- 
mended by the consultants require only an 
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associate degree. Dental hygience. one of the . 
programs recommended at the conference 
for Saudi Arabia, is an example of the two- 
vear associate degrees training. 

The emergency room training for trauma 
and shock that is needed in Saudi Arabia is 
even a shorter program, requiring only three 
to six months of Training, according to Dr. 
Holder. 

“The University of Riyadh, since it is a full 
four-year college, may not want to handle 
associate degrees, although, in order to train 
the needed support personnel for the medical 
field, we are recommending that such train- 
ing be undertaken at the university." Dr. 

Holder said. 

The Allied health programs thai the group 
of consultants recommended as top priority 
for Saudi Arabia at this time were beside the 
above-mentioned emergency medical tech- 
nology: rehabilitation or physical therapy 
training: a clinical laboratory science prog- 
ram: environmental health, particularly as it 
relates to sanitation techniques: a health edu- 
cation program for the public: data systems 
for keeping accurate medical records: bio- 
medical engineering, or the repair of sophis- 
ticated medical equipment and the develop- 
ment of specialized equipment; radiological 
sciences or the training of X-rav technicians 
and dental hygiene and laboratory science. 

“Obviously, all these programs cannot be 
implemented at once." Dr. Holder said. ““But 
we are recommending that several programs 
be started simultaneously. Whether Riyadh 
University is able to do so may depend prin- 
cipally on the availability of personnel to staff 
the program." 

In the beginning, the personnel will consist 
principally of expatriates in the health field. 

“I estimate that it will be five to 10 years 
before Saudi Arabia sees any significant 
impact of Saudi personnel in these areas," 
Dr. Holder said. "But there will be an 
immediate impact, if a continuing education 
program is instituted to upgrade the positions 
and training of the present personnel. " The 
consultants recommended such a program 
for Saudi Arabia. 

Initially, however, Saudi Arabia will work 
with collaborative institutions and foreign 
contractors to start the program. Dr. Al- 
Turki came to Houston recently to discuss an 
agreement with the University of Texas and 
Baylor College of Medicine about using the 
resources of the two universities in Riyadh 
University’ s expansion of its Allied Medical 
College. 

The consultants are putting together a 
proposal that offers a broad outline for the 
expansion. Dr. Holder said. The agreement 
under discussion with the University of Texas 
and Baylor would be a special collaborative 
arrangement to implement the proposal with 
faculty exchange, details for curriculum, 
materials and planning.

Grants given 
to Indonesia 
by Kingdom 

JAKARTA. Aug. S (AFP) — Saudi 
Ambassador Bakr Abbas Khomais has pas- 
sed on grants totaling $306,000 to four 
Indonesian mosques, a Muslim boarding 
school and a social welfare institution, it was 
announced here. 

The aid to the mosques, three in Jakarta 
and one in Bogor. southof here, amounted to 
more than $150,000 and came from the 
World Council of Mosques. 

The rest came from the Saudi Arabian 
government, with just over $100,000 to a 
Muslim boarding school in Sukabumi, West 
Java, and $50,000 to the Indonesian Council 
for Social Welfare for use in social welfare 
programs.

In our school days, our teacher once 
Vrote on the blackboard a verse and asked 
us to illustrate iL The verse read: “Travel, 
as there are five advantages in travelling’’ . 
1 just remembered him and thought that , 
if he tried to explain this verse today, he 
would have said the following: 

My boy, try as best as you can to avoid a 
visit to Britain, except in great exigencies. 
They are the age-old enemies of your 
ancestors and your faith. They still are the 
same, with rare exceptions that are not 
counted. 

When they occupied the territories of 
Arabs and Muslims, one of their leaders 
stood in the House of Commons with a 
copy of the Koran in his hand and addres- 
sed the members thus: “As long as this 
(Book) is in their hands, you wouldn’t be 
their masters. So, create doubt about it in 
their minds and keep them away from it." 

They actually did so in different forms 
in several Arab and Islamic countries. In 
Egypt, they slashed the salary of the 
Arabic teacher by 20 per cent' as com- 
pared to other teachers. They made him a 
laughing stock and even called him dis- 
dainfully as “Mr. Arabic”! All this was 
done to weaken the knowledge of the 


Arabic language and. consequently, the 
knowledge of the .Koran. 

In the Egyptian Ministry of Education, 
they had installed one called Dunlop, whq 
gained mastery in this endeavour. He used 
to stop the late Sheikh Muhammad Rifat 
and other Koran reciters from reading the 
Holy Book on the radio. He gave them a 
very short time, and only a specific day. If 
you want to know still more, you had bet- 
ter contact Dr. Ahmed Haikal who 'Bad 
initiated a debate on this subject on the 
Egyptian radio sometime ago. 

They went so far in their wily activities 
that they kept the Egyptian students away 
from the study of modem sciences and 
directed them to study literature. They 
inculcated in them a tendency to oppose 
Al-Azhar University and to create doubt 
in the sources of the Arabic language. So 
much so that they described the pagan 
poetry as plagiarism and preoccupied the 
Egyptian writers in a violent debate on it. 
They also did a lot in the field of agricul- 
ture and economy in order to keep the 
mflehing cow with them only.

DAMASCUS. Aug. K (AP) — The presi- 
dent of the European Council met with top 
Syrian officials Thursday after a short meet- 
ing with President Hafez Assad that was offi- 
cially described as "polite." Gaston Thom, 
the Luxembourg, foreign minister, extended 
his stay in the Syrian capital fora few hours to 
hold an unscheduled meeting with Foreign 
Minister Abdul HaJim Khaddam, officials 
said. 

Thorn was assigned by the June 1 3 Venice 
summit of the European Economic Com- 
munity to sound out Middle East leaders on 
whether a further EEC Middle East initiative 
is warranted. Assad's government criticized 
the Venice declaration of the nine-nation 
European organization. Syria rejected as 
"inadequate" European support for the 
rights of the Palestinians to "self- 
determination" and its call for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization to be "associated" 
with further peace talks. 

Thom’s meeting with .Assad lasted 40-45 
minutes, in marked contrast to his three- hour 
meeting with PLO leader Yasser Arafat in 
Beirut earlier this week. The EEC represen- 
tative had no comment after the meeting. 

He already has met with Israeli, Tunisian 
. and Lebanese officials. 

Decapolis city 
discovered in 
northern Jordan 

AMMAN, Aug. 8 (R) — Excavations in 
northern Jordan have revealed what the 
department of antiquities said was one of the 
decapolis cities which flourished at the 
beginning of the first century A.D. A 
department spokesman said in a statement 
published Thursday that the one-month dig 
carried out by the department in cooperation 
with a St. Louis, Missouri Theological Semi- 
nary, had established that the site of Quilbeh 
in the Irbid province was the decapolis city of 
Abila. 

Already several decorated tombs, a Roman 
theater, a church, quantities of potteries and 
bronze coins dating back to the Roman and 
Byzantine eras have been unearthed on the 
site 

The decapolis was a commercial league, 
the foundations of which were laid by the 
Romans. Later cities were added to the 
league. Notab Arbila. Capitolias (Beit Ras 
Near Irbid) and Edrei ( Deraa on the Syrian- 
Jordanian border). 

Until this month's discovery it was the gen- 
eral belief that present Irbid was the site of 
Arbila. 

Military tribunal 
issues sentences 
against 800 Turks 

ADANA, Aug. 8 (R) — A military tri- 
bunal Friday began sentencing more than 
RtlO citizens of the small town of 
Kahramanaras for their part in Turkey’s worn 
political and sectarian riots in recent times 
and immediately condemned some of the 
defendants to death. 

The military judge said it would normally 
take eight hours to read verdicts and sen- 
tences for each of the accused and instead he 
would read only the names and sentences 
without elaboration. By the lime he had 
reachedlhe 1 00th defendant, five people had 
been condemned to death. .Three more were 
condemned to death but had their sentences 
immediately commuted to life imprisonment. 



Later Thursday. Thorn arrived in Amman 
for talks with Jordanian leaders on the Mid- 
dle East conflict. 

He toid reporters his visit to Jordan was 
pan of a tour aimed at sounding out views on 
the Arab- Israeli conflict before the EEC 
decided whar measures to take to help establ- 
ish peace.

And it added scathingly: " If the tour of Thom 
doesn’t lead to a worse situation, it will not 
result in any initiative for a serious new 
developments. 

' 'Tishrin ’ ’ said the Arabs “are quited 
willing to enter into discussions with Thom or 
others, but at the same time they cannot be 
deceived by any moves aimed at rescuing the 
.Camp David conspiracy." The U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David agreement is 
rejected by most Arab states because they 
regard it as a separate peace agreement bet- 
ween Israel and- Egypt which does nor deal 
adequately with the Palestinian question. 

1 ‘Tishrin ’ * said that Thom had given 
priority to Israel's security. “This does not 
encourage one at all to consider the Euro- 
pean Community as adopting the minimum 
requirements of neutrality toward this con- 
flict, not to say that it is biased toward Israel 
and American .imperialism." the paper 
added. 


U.S. accused 
of arming Egypt 
to attack Libya 

UNITED NATIONS. Aug. S (Agencies) 
— Egypt was a Tmjan Horse making a plan 
for United States aggression against Libya, 
the Tripoli government said in a statement 
issued as a Security Council document here. 
The foreign ministry statement said Thursday 
the stockpiling of U.S. arms in Egypt, the 
massing of American aircraft in Egypt were a 
step toward aggression against Libya. It 
asked the council to act to end "this aggres- 
sion before it is too late." 

The statement said that the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, as a Trojan Horse, was massing 
brigdes along the Libyan border, "planned 
for and supported, financed, and encouraged 
by the United States of America.” 

U.S. aircraft have recently been conduct- 
ing joint exercises with the Egyptian Air 
Force and since the Iran and Afghan crises 
Egypt has provided some military facilities 
for U.S. forces. 

The statement said the U.S. thus was 
threatening peace and security in the region, 
creating new centers of tension by making the 
Egyptians a medium for instability and ter- 
ror. 

Without calling formally for any meeting of 
the Security Council, the Libyan Foreign 
Ministry said it wanted the Council to 
"shoulder its responsibility in accordance 
with chapter VII of the charter” and take 
effective action to end ‘this aggression 
before it is too late.” Chapter VII provides 
for mandatory enforcement measures, 
including diplomatic and economic sanctions. 


Stevenson urges U.S. to halt 
aid until downfall of Begin 


KUWAIT, Aug. 8 (APj — - U.S. Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson Jr., Dem. III. was quoted here 
Thursday as accusing Israel of adopting "an 
aggressive and expansionist policy." and cal- 
ling for halting American aid to Israel "until 
the downfall of Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin s government." 

The Kuwait daily newspaper * 'At 
A nbaa * * quoted Stevenson as saying in an 
interview that Israel has to realize that “it 
must act positively toward the American pol- 
icy in the Middle East since its very existence 
depends on the American pay check.” 

Without the United States Israel can never 
survive,” he was quoted assaying. Earlier this 
year, Stevenson submitted a draft resolution 
to the Congress proposing cuttingS 150 mil- 
lion from U.S. aid allocated to Israel until the 
latter declares its intention to stop setting up 
settlements in the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan. *

succeeded in exposing the Zionist lobby and 
in clarifying the dangers involved in the 
Israeli policy to the Middle East peace and 
well-being and to world peace. ' Stevenson 
was quoted as saying. Asked about the 
motives of his move to cut American aid to 
Israel, Stevenson said that it was “to protect 
the American interest directly tied to the 
Arab cause..

Assad extends 
quitting deadline 
for brotherhood 

DAMASCUS, Aug. S ( R) — Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad has extended by 2*1 days a 
deadline for people to quit the Moslem 
Brotherhood, an official announcement said. 

Official sources said Thursday that more 
than 500 people had renounced their mem- 
bership of the banned organization, which 
has been blamed for a wave of murders and 
bomb attacks in Syria. 

The original deadline had been midnight 
Thursday night, after which members of the 
Brotherhood faced the death sentence. It was 
extended to make further withdrawals poss- 
ible. 

The state-run Syrian television Thursday 
night screened a confession by a Brotherhood 
leader arrested recently. Youssef Ahmed 
Obeid. an agricultural engineer said to be 
responsible for the organization's military 
wing in Damascus, admitted having planned 
and taken part in killing a doctor and a judge 
and having planted explosives in the Syrian 
capital. 

One brotherhood member also as surren- 
dered to the Syrian ambassador in Amman, 
an official here said. 

Members of the group, blamed for a series 
of assassinations and for other subversive 
activities in Syria, were given a month by the 
government to withdraw. 

The sources said those who had u ithdrawn 
from the organization came from various 
Syrian provinces and had expressed 
"extreme denunciation of all subversive 
activities they had undertaken ."The sources 
said that a large number of people had 
appealed to Assad to consider extending the 
deadline to permit further withdrawals.

Cyprus unification 
talks begin today

NICOSIA. Aug. 8(R) — New talks aimed 
at ending the six-year-old partition of Cyprus 
into Greek and Turkish communities will 
start on Saturday with many Cypriots doubt- 
ful about their chances of reaching a settle- 
ment. 


The agreement to resume the intercom- 
munal talks, which were abruptly halted just 
over a year ago, was announced Wednesday 
after many months of mediation by officials 
of the United Nations. 


At Saturday's brief iniroduclor\ session, 
the local U.N. representative. Hugo Gobbi, 
will read out a statement prepared by 
Secretary- General Kurt Waldheim which 
gives his understanding of the common 
ground reached at the many previous meet- 
ings. 


The meeting will then be adjourned until 
September 15 when the two negotiating 
teams will begin weekly sessions at Nicosia's 


Ledra Palace Horel which stands in the U.N. 
controlled buffer zone separating the com- 
munities. 

The Turkish Cypriots represent only 13 
per cent of the population but currently con- 
trol nearly 40 per cent of the island with the 
help of the mainland Turkish army. 

Any settlement, their leaders insist, must 
include guarantees for their security, and 

they see territorial borders as the solution. 
The Greek Cypriots living in the south of the 
Island are against any settlement which 

results in the permanent division of Cyp- 
rus.The Turkish Cypriots also insist on a 
much greater say in the running of the coun- 
try. 

The Greek Cypriots, under the auspices of 
the Cyprus government, go to the United 
Nations General Assembly each year to 
demand action. But although they see resolu- 
tions passed in their favor, the situation 
remains unchanged in Cyprus. 


San Diego research halted 

Scientist clones wrong virus 


LA JOLLA, Calif. Aug. S I APj — Experi- 
ments by a prominent virologist at the Uni- 
versity of California at San Diego have been 
halted after he accidentally cloned the gene- 
tic material of the wrong virus — one more 
dangerous than the virus under study. 

Tbe cloned material has been placed in 
storage pending investigations by university 
officials and (he National Institutes of Health 
in Washington, whose guidelines were viol- 
ated. 

"This illustrates one of the kinds of con- 
cerns people have — that scientists do make 
mistakes and accidents do happen." com- 


mented biologist Robert Sinsheimer. chancel- 
lor of the university. ‘*You don't always 
accomplish what you set out to accomplish. 
That's why some of us felt that that's a reason 
for maintaining more stringent guidelines." 

Officials say Dr. Ian Kennedy was attempt- 
ing to clone the Sindbis virus, which can cause 
skin rash and fever. It is carried by mosquitos 
in parts of Africa, India and Australia, and 
Kennedy was seeking an anti-viral gene to 
combat it. 


Instead, however, he accidentally cloned 
the Semliki virus found largely in Uganda. 


Hepatitis-B vaccine found 


PARIS. Aug. 8 (AFP) China and African 
countries are interested in the Pasteur Insti- 
tute’s newly-perfected vaccine against 
Hepatitis-B. it was learned here Thursday. 

Hepatitis-B is known as the "syringe dis- 
ease" as it strikes mainly hospital staff giving 
patients injections, transfusions or kidney- 
machine treatment. Perfection of the vaccine 
was announced here Monday. Heroin drug 
addicts also get Hepatitis-B by not taking 


Prince Charles 
buys $2 m home 


LONDON. Aug. 8 ( AP) — Prince Charles, 
31-year-old heir to the British Throne, has 
bought a new home — a nine-bedroom. 
1 Sth-century estate in the heart of rural Eng- 
land. the sellers announced Wednesday. 

Highgrove. a mansion in the village of Tet- 
burv. in Cloucestershire, has been bought by 
the Duchy of Cornwall, from which the 
Prince draws his income, for a reported price 
of one million pounds($ 2.37 million dollars). 
However, neither Buckingham Palace nor 
the agents for the vendor. British Lawmaker 
Maurice MacMillan, would disclose the 
actual price. 

A spokesman for MacMillan's agents said 
negotiations for the purchase of the property 
would be completed September 29. The 
prince would be free to move in then. 

When the proposed purchase was first 
reported in the British press, it was sharply 
criticized by the country's leading anti- 
royalist, Scottish lawmaker Willie Hamilton.

The new vaccine, perfected by Professor 
Philipe Maupas of Tours together with the 
Pasteur Institute, will be available to hospi- 
tals and vaccination centers next January. It 
will only be on sale in pharmacies towards the 
end of next year. 

The relationship between cancer of the 
liver and Hepaiitis-B. rare in Europe, only 
became evident in Africa and certian regions 
of Asia where both illnesses are prevalent at 
the same lime. 

The Maupas vaccine was first used in 1975 
in 28 health centers treating 2.500 patients 
with Kidney malfunctions and was 100 per 
cent successful as not a single patient or 
member of the staff contracted Hepatitis-B.

Titanic hunter hopeful 


NEW YORK. Aug. 8 ( AP) — An Ameri- 
can search team is "optimistic" of success but 
has not yet pinpointed the location of the 
sunken oceanliner Titanic off the Canadian 
coast, the expedition leader said Wednesday. 

"It’s going well and we're optimistic." 
Mike Harris told the Associated Press by- 
ship- to-shore telephone from the research 
vessel HJ.W. Fay. some 40U nautical miles 
1 740 kilometers) south of Newfoundland. 

"We’ve located some interesting objects 
and we're going to go back to check them 
out." Harris said, without giving details. He 
said the search is expected to continue for 
another week. 


VACAVILLE. California. Aug. S (R) — 
Charles Manson sentenced to life imprison- 
ment for the murder of actress Sharon Tate 
and eight others, has become the caretaker of 
a prison chapel, a prison official said Wed- 
nesday. 

He said Manson, 45. leader of the Manson 
"family" of hippies, works in the Protestant 
chapel in Vacaville maximum security prison 
for six hours a day and is escorted between his 
cell and the chapel. 

Manson was given the death sentence in 
1971 for the nine murders, one of the most 
gruesome scries of killings in California his- 
tory. The sentence was later commuted to 
nine consecutive life terms. 

The official said the chapel work had given 
Manson his first opportunity for three years 
to mix with the bulk of the prison's inmates. 
He had been under “tight security condi- 
tions” since he was transferred to Vacaville in 
1977 after being beaten by another "famil/’ 
member in prison. The chapel work is pan of 
a program to try to mold Manson into the 
prison population and this would probably 
take about a year, the official said.

Democrats face uphill battle against GOP 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (AFP) — Even if the 
Democratic party comes out of its national 
convention next week with some semblance 
of unity its problems for the fall campaign 
against the Republicans are only beginning. 

The party that has occupied the White 
House for 32 of the last 50 years and control- 
led Congress for the last quaner century finds 
itself in danger of being outspent outhustled 
and outpolled this year. 

Its Republican rivals are resurgent and its 
usually 'dependable friends are having sec- 
ond thougnts. worse still, the Democratic 
party, nearly 200 years old, is going through 
an identity crisis over its beliefs and platform. 

The United States is still largely Democra- 
tic Democrats control the Senate 59-41 and 
the House of Representatives 275-159. 
Democratic governors outnumber their 
Republican counterparts 32-18 and control 
32 of the 50 state legislatures. 

But here are some of the problems the 


party wiD . face this year in its bid to hold the 
presidency and prevent the Republicans from 
making significant inroads in their legislative 
majority. 

— President Jimmy Carter’s rating in the 
polls has sunk to barely 21 per cent a low in 
modern presidential history. Some Democra- 
tic Congressmen reportedly bope;Carter will 
refrain from campaigning in their districts, 
believing he would do them more harm than 
good. 

— A poll shows that Democrats have fallen 
behind the Republicans in the race for Con- 
gress by 43 to 47 per cent, the first time this 
has happened since the survey was started i 7 
years ago. 

— Other polls indicate the voters consider 
the Republicans .best able to maintain world 
peace and military security, assure adequate 
energy supplies, and control inflation. 

— Perhaps most startling is that the Repub- 
licans have dramatically narrowed a one- 


time 2-1 Democratic edge among voters on 
the question of who could do more to combat 
unemployment. The Democrats now lead by a 
mere 41-38 per cent. 

— With the country in an economic taDs- 
pin, traditional Democratic friends such as 
financially hard-pressed blue-collar workers 
are considering jumping ship. “The Republi- 
cans have the issues,” said one top union 
leader. 

Worse still for-tbe Democrats’ image as the 
party of the common man, the Republican 
edge .of $ 38.5 million to sue million dollars as 
of last month came mostly from small con- 
tributions from tens of thousands of Ameri- 
cans. 

— Democrats have found themselves on 
‘ the. defensive in the face of well-coordinated 
initiatives by Republican presidential candi- 
date Ronald Reagan and Republican Con- 
. gressmen on such issues as their call for mas- 
sive tax cuts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (R) — Attorney . 
General Benjamin Civiletti disclosed last 
night he knew as long ago as last April the ■ 
Libyan govern ment might transfer money to 1 ' 
President Carter’s brother. Billy. j| 

But he kept tbe information to himself for 
more than a month because h came from a 
“confidential, lawful intelligence source” and 
it was important the source should not be 
revealed, Civiletti said in a statement Wed- 
nesday night 

President Carter, who held an unusually j 
long televised press conference last Monday 
to declare that his brother had not influenced 
U.S. policy on Libya, has said he was nor told 
of Libyan payments to Billy until July 15, 
This was three months after a $ 220,000 I 
check from the Libyan government was paid 5 
into Billy Carter’s bank account, according t 0 1 
Justice Department records. 

Ovilettf s revelation of the time gap could 
lead to demands as to why the payments took 
so long to come to light. President Carter had 
hoped he had put “ Billygate" behind him — 
at least until after next week’s Democratic 
presidential nominating convention — with 
his press conference and an 1 8, 000- uord 
report be sent Senate subcommittee inves- 
tigators. 

Civiletti said he decided to await develop- - 
ments before disclosing his intelligence 
information. “I believed that if we 
waited...the (Justice) Department would 
learn of the actual transfer of funds which . 
wouldenable the criminal division to proceed 
without the risk of identifying an important . 
intelligence source ,” he said. 

The department's criminal division learned 
on May 29 that Billy had received or was 
receiving money from the Libyan govern- 
ment, Civiletti said. “Therefore, 1 promptly . 
requested that the intelligence documents l 
had seen in April be given to.the Department 
so the criminal division- would have access to . 
the contents of the reports,” he said. "This - 
was done.” 

Billy Carter revealed to the Justice 
Department on June 10 he had received the 
money. A month later he Finally registered - 
with the Department as an agent for the 
Libyan govemment-and escaped prosecution r 
for failing to register earlier. 1

NEWPORT, R.l. Aug. 8 (Newsday) — 
Bob Blumcnstock is one of the few men in the 
world who knows precisely what a 1 2-meter 
is. Ever since 1 958, when the graceful sloops 
became America' s Cup vehicles, Blumcns- 
rock. a 58-year-old marine surveyor from 
New Canaan, Conn., has been the New York 
Yacht Club's official measurer for cup chal- 
lengers and defenders. 

This year’s 1 2s are about 63 feet long, 
weigh around 60,000 pounds and carry about 
1 ,800 square feet of sail. Bui no two are alike, 
and only Blumenstock knows how they stack 
up against each other. 

"All the measurements are confidential,” 
said Blumenstock. who has measured 58 dif- 
ferent 1 2-meters in the last 22 years, some a 
dozen times or more after changes we re made 
to them. “My job is to certify that each boat 
fits the measurement rule, that it is qualified 
to race as a 12-meter."’ 

"This is the busiest time of an America's 
Cup summer for Blumenstock. The other day 
he divided his time among four of the seven 
12s racing here. Tn the morning he look hull 
measurements of Australia , the Australian 
challenger, as she sat on a cradle in the New- 
port offshore boat yard. 

Then, while Australia was being launched 
for floating measurements, he measured 
some sails for Sverige, the Swedish chal- 
lenger. initialing a corner of each approval 
sail, and supervise the weighing of Free - 
dom 's and Courageous masts. Finally. 
Australia was hauled from the water again 
and weighed on an electronic load cell with a 
50-ton capacity that reads to the nearest 1 0th 
of a pound. 

Before the cup challengers begin their 
roundrobin series here Tuesday to determine 
which of the four will meet the American 
defender in the cup matches starting Sept. 1 6, 
Blumenstock has to finish measuring sails for 
Uonheart the English entry, and France the 
French contender. 

He is planning to weigh and take in-and 
out-of- water hull measurements of Courage - 
ous on Monday. Freedom on Tuesday and 
Clipper on Wednesday. Then he will have a 
breather until someone breaks a mast or 
decides to make a last-minute modification to 
a hull or rig. 

Although the exact hull measurements of 
1 2-meters are guarded as closely as state sec- 
rets by their designers. Blumenstock. who 
knows all the secrets and. moreover, knows 
how each boat compares with the others, says 
he has never been able to pick an America's 
Cup winner on the basis of his inside informa- 
tion. 

"There were a couple of boats that I knew 
couldn’t win when I measured them, because 
of their design,” Blumenstock said.” But you 
can't pick out the fastest boat because there's 
so much more to this kind of sailing than just 
huii design.” 

On its face, the 1 2-meter rule seems simple

enough. You take the length of the boat, add 
the girth and the sail area, and subtract the 
average freeboard (all measurements are 
metric). Then divide the whole mess by 2.37 
If the answer is 1 2. you’ve got a 12-meter. 

Bui it isn't that simple. Length, for exam- 
ple, is not the actual overall or waterline 
length of the boat. It starts out as waterline 
length, but that figure is adjusted and cor- 
rected by more than a dozen other intricate 
hull measurements before it goes into the 
equation. 

Weight-watching 
Ali set to fight 

CHICAGO. Aug. 8(AP) — ‘T m shooting 
for immortality,” Muhammad Alt said Wed- 
nesday of his planned heavyweight title fight 
against World Boxing Council Champion 
Larry Holmes.

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CARTER AND KENNEDY 

If all goes according to plan the choice of Jimmy- 
Carter to represent the Democrats in the forthcoming 
presidential elections will be settled not on this coming 
Wednesday when the voting takes place, but on the 
Sunday preceding it when the article governing the elec- 
tion procedure comes up for a vote. 

The article constrains delegates to the party conven- 
tion to cast their votes in a first ballot to the candidates 
already elected in the primaries. And its passage would 
automatically mean that Carter will win. since he already 
has 1985 delegates well over 1600 required for an out- 
right win. 

Against him there is Senator Edward Kennedy, field- 
ing about 1200 delegates. The Senator, therefore, sees 
his only hope in the article being defeated. Kennedy, 
whose stand for the release of the delegates, constitutes 
an act of outright impudence — since it amounts to a 
disenfranchisement of the electorate who have cast their 
votes for Carter in the primaries. 

Kennedy however has influential backers, especially 
within the media who would like to end Carter s chances 
by any means possible. They are expected to put up a 
fierce fight with the possibility of dividing the party to 
such an extent that a compromise candidate is seen as 
the party’s only hope. 

Kennedy’s original strategy has been to attack Carter 
on his record on the economy. But this has failed, since 
the electorate could see him offering no viable alterna- 
tive. The aim is to discredit Carter, mainly through the 
Billygate affair — his brother Billy’s dealings with Libya 
which the media has been trying to inflate into a major 
scandal. But there are already signs that the attempt is 
starting to boomerang.

WASHINGTON — 

The Democratic convention, which opens in New 
York's Madison Square Garden Aug. 1 1 looks like 
turning into one of the must unJignified free-for- 
alls in modern American history. 

The trigger that has already sent Democrats 
hurtling off in a score of competing directions is the 
relatively minor scandal over Billy Carter, the pres- 
ident's younger brother, and his connections with 
the Libyans.

One problem is that this new post- Billygate 
rebellion coincides precisely — in terms of hs 
demands — with the long-established demands 
from Senator Edward Kennedy's backers. They 
have said all along that Rule 11H should be 
changed so that Kennedy, lagging well behind Car- 
ter in delegate count — would have a fair chance. 

So the White House is using this coincidence to 
accuse the rebels of being pan of a Kennedy- 
backed conspiracy.

He cannot, in the view of 
the expens, be elected president in November. If 
the Democratic Party wants one of us ow n to man 
the Oval Office next year, it is going to have to 
choose another candidate: the’ Billygate' affair has 
suddenly seen to that. 

So a movement ot cyclonic proportions has begun 
in the outer reaches of the party. More than 100 
congressmen and leading Democratic politicians 
have taken up the cry. 'Open the convention — 
meaning that the delegates should be free to choose 
anyone they like as the Democratic presidential 
candidate. To some, particularly Carter supporters, 
that smacks of heresy.

In other words, a man who was elected as a Carter 
delegate in Michigan last May. say. has to vole for 
Carter — at least for the first ballot — :n the New 
York convention.

LONDON — 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher will probably 
be called on to arbitrate on a wrangle which has split 
Britain's Royal Air Force and the Ministry qf 
Defense, over the choice of a new jump-jef verti- 
cal take-off fighter to replace the RAFs fleet of 
Harriers. 

The choice lies between an American develop- 
ment of the unique British jet. with the tempting 
commercial possibilities which it offers, and an 
all- British development. 

There are fears that if the American development 
— the McDonnell Douglas AV-8B — is chosen, 
future exploitation of Britain's, most important 
military aircraft could fall into the American com- 
pany's hands. 

The decision is agonizing and of immense impor- 
tance, because there are signs that the Harrier con- 
cept is baginning to attract attention in a much 
bigger way than ever before. 

A new generation of specialized weapons has 
been developed for ‘airfield denial*: dropped by 
aircraft or missiles, they release a shower of small 
warheads which either blow holes in runways or lie 
inert until the approach of repair squads triggers 
them off. Some military observers are beginning to 
think that vertical take-off aircraft may be the only 
figures flying after a few days of war in central 
Europe. 

At sea, the global menace of the huge Soviet navy 
and the enormous cost of conventional aircraft car- 
riers are combining to create interest in the small 
mini-carrier equipped with aircraft like the British 
Royal Navy s Sea Harrier. 

The American AV-8B has been developed for 
the U.S. Marines, steadfast supporters of the Har- 
rier for the past decade; early prototypes have 
already been flown. 

In the early 1970s, the RAF tried to suit work- 
ing with the U.S. Marines on an advanced develop- 
ment of the Harrier, but the program came to a halt 
when it became clear that the U.S. Air Force and 
Navy were unwilling to spare money to develop a 
foreign aircraft. So, when the RAF decided it 
needed a replacement for its Harriers, British 
Aerospace started designing an all-British 
advanced Harrier, now known as the Mark 5. It has 
not yet flown. 

The U.S. Marines have support in Congress and 
despite the opposition of the Department of 
Defense they started development of the AV-8B,a 
Harrier with carbon- fibre wings and various other 
improvements enabling it to carry more, weapons 
over a greater distance. Every year up to 1979, the 
Defense Department excluded the AV-SB from the 
military budget and Congress voted it back in. 

Last year the AV-8B was offered to the RAF, 
with the warning that if they persisted with the 
Mark 5 there was a risk that the AV-8B might be 
scrapped and the U.S. Marines forced out of V/Stol 
aircraft. It would take decades for the- British on 
their own to get the concept accepted after the U.S. 


had turned it down British Aerospace accepted the 
logic of this argument and were resigned to seeing 
the Mark 5 go if that was the only to save the 
AV-8B. . 

Now, after Afghanistan, the threat to the AV-8B 
has receded. The Marines are seen as the basis for a 
U.S. ’fire-brigade force.’ With this new role has 
come even greater political strength. Even without 
an RAF order for the American Harrier, getting the 
AV-8B into production will be ‘ as easy as shooting 
fish in a barrel,' according to one executive dose to 
the program. 

Briuin’s aircraft industry will in any event have a 
substantial share in the American-led AV-8B prog- 
ram. Broad outlines of an agreement between 
McDonnell Douglas and British Aerospace have 
been agreed. They provide for British Aerospace to 
build 30 per cent of the AV-8B, and assemble at 
least a guarter of the aircraft sold to ‘third coun- 
tries.’ 

Exports of the AV-8B would be considerable. 
Instead of compering with the U.S. government and 
U.S. industry to sell Harriers, the British could join 
forces with McDonnell; Douglas to monopolize the 
. market. There is not much danger of competition. 
Of 39 V/Stol military aircraft designed over the past 
20 years, only the Harrier has come anywhere near 
being a practical aircraft 

An .Anglo-American AV-SB would give the Brit- 
ish a chance at the American market for V/Stol 
fighters. Although the main U.S. services — the Air 
Force and the Navy — are not convinced that the 
AV-8B is right for them, they are likely to take a 
few aircraft late in the 1980s to give them a first 
taste of V/Stol operations. By that time British 
Aerospace and McDonnell Douglas could be well 
on the way with. an even more potent development 
of the Harrier, using a British Rolls- Royce techni- 
que called plenum-chamber burning to increase its 
warload and boost its speed to around the speed of 
sound. 

But there are serious drawbacks to the AV-SB. 
For one things it has been designed for the U.S. 
Marine Corps ‘dose air support' mission, which 
would mostly be flown at medium altitude against 
unsophisticated air opposition. The Mark 5 is 
designed to survive in central Europe: it would be 
50 knots faster at low level, able to turn more lightly 
and toughened to survive the impact of a heavy bird 
at more than 600 mph. The AV-8B can cany more 
weapons, but the changes needed to suit it for 
Europe would erode most of Its advantage. 

The most serious danger to Britain, however, is 
that the British Aerospace Harrier team will simply 
disintegrate if all it can do is to develop a ’right- 
hand drive’ model of the American AV-8B for the 
British services. 

Mrs. Thatcher is taking a close interest in the 
decision. The RAF is divided, -but the Industry 
Department is understood to be attracted by. the 
massive industrial base which would be created by 
joining forces with McDonnell Douglas on the 
.AV-SB. (OFNS)

Jerusalem as the capital of Israel. In this context. Al 
Medina said the Arab states' support tor the joint 
move by Saudi Arabia and Iraq proves the fact that 

these states fully realize the gravity of the Zionisi 
challenge. It urged them to work ■•seriously and 
effectively to enforce Arab resolutions against the 
Zionist enemy within the framework of a collective 
Arab action." The paper held the view that the

Nigeria’s oil boom causes headaches 


LAGOS, Nigeria. Aug. 8 — Nigeria is 
discovering that having oil can mean a 
windfall of weaiih but also a hail of woes. 

Tne country's vast oil reserves have 
held ou: great possibilities for growth on a 
continent where nation after nation has 
seen its development efforts falter and 
fail. Nigerian oil revenues this year are 
expected to exceeds 23 billion, more than 
double the 5 9.4 billion the country earned 
in 1978. Nigeria’s oil wealth provides 90 
per cent of its export earnings and 83 per 
cent of government revenue. 

But with the boom have come 
headaches. A long- running “oilgate" 
scandal, involving $ 5 billion in oil 
revenues allegedly siphoned out of 
Nigeria by oil companies, has sparked 
harsh pubiic criticism of the government- 
owned Nigerian National Petroleum 
Corp., Western oil companies, and the 
military government that held power for 
13 years until last October. 

In mid- January, a Texaco offshore oil 
rig blew out and spilled thousands of tons 
of crude along beaches and into the Fresh 
water estuaries of the Niger river delta, 
hurting subsistence farmers and Fishermen 
who lived in the scattered villages along 
the country's eastern coastline. 

Government officials are also con- 
cerned that efforts to lighten controls on 
the oil companies may discourage partici- 
pation of others and slow the country'' s 
plans to capture its natural gas and tap new 
oil reservoirs. 

The ■' oilgate" controversy is being seen 
in some quarters here, however, as the 
event that will give President Shehu 
Shagari legitimacy to regulate the 
activities of foreign oil firms. 


In April, Shagari suspended top offi- 
cials of the Nigerian Petroleum Corp. and 
appointed a panel to investigate charges 
that Western oil companies had taken a 
great deal more crude out of Nigeria thar 
they had paid for and that bribes were 
involved. 

The panel gave its findings to Shagari at 
the end of June, but the report has not yet 
been made public. Nigerian and Western 
sources said some oil companies may be 
fined heavily and at least two companies 
may be expelled from Nigeria if the allega- 
tions prove to be true. 

Government planners are now expect-; 
ing that the aftermath of the scandal will* 
bring long-needed energy planning, reor- 
ganization of the state petroleum com- 
pany and tighter control of production. 

Government and oil sources said the: 
plans being discussed now include incen- 
tives to new outside oil companies for 
exploration and development of gas 
reserves, and a larger voice for Nigeria in 
the production and marketing practices of 
the 1 0 existing companies that pump the 
country's oil. 

Nigeria's proven oil reserves are esti- 
mated at 1 S billion barrels, enough for the 
next 20 years at present production rates. 
But that estimate could be considerably 
lower than what actually exists, according 
to oil sources. Recent estimates could put 
the production reserves to up to 35 years, : 
a high-level U.S. diplomatic source said. 

Because of the nature of oil deposits in ; 
the Niger delta — small, scattered pools 
rather than large reservoirs — oil experts 
believe there may be a lot more of th6 
precious liquid there than they have been 
able to discover to date.

“ Estimates of oil reserves in Nigeria are 
still a shaky proposition.” one informed 
source said. “There is still a large, unex- 
plored area out there.** 

The Nigerians are also conducting oil 
exploration in the northwest Sokoto reg- 
ion of the country and in the northeast 
around the Lake Chad basin.. 

“They want to get more companies in 
for exploration because they feel rhe more 
companies that are established here the 
better control they have,” a Western 
observer said. 

New companies have been reluctant to 
come in, he said, because last summer 
Nigeria changed the terms on oil explora- 
tion that, had previously granted a com- 
pany 40 per cent of all the oil it found. 
Now, all oil discovered belongs to Nigeria 
and if the company finds none "they’re 
just out of luck” and must absorb the costs 
of exploration, he added. 

Only one new company. Crown Central 
Petroleum Corp., from n Baltimore, took 

out an exploration contract last year, the 
source said. This year, the Nigerian 
Nation al.Petroleum Corp. may offer more 
lucrative terms, such as guaranteed access 
to a large percentage of whatever oil is 
discovered, to attract additional com- 
panies, he added. 

There are now 10 oil companies operat- 
ing rigs in Nigeria with Shell having the 
largest share of production — a little less 
than 60 per cent. Gulf has 15 per cent, 
Mobil and Phillips together have 16 per 
cent, the French company Elf 5 percent, 
Texaco 3 per cent and Ashland, Pan 
Ocean and Tenneco together about 1 per 
cent. 


W. Germany, China to hold trade talks 


BONN. Aug. 8 (AFP) — West German 
Economy Minister Otto Lambsdorff begins a 
11-day visit to China Saturday to develop 
talks on bilateral cooperation nine and a half 
months after the visit to West Germany by 
China's Chairman Hua Guofeng. 

Lambsdorff arrives in Peking Saturday 
afternoon and from Aug. 11 to 13 he will 
chair, together with Chinese External Trade 
Minister Li Oiang. the First session of the 
commission grouping government and indus- 


trial representatives from the two countries. 

This body, set up under an economic 
agreement signed in October during Chair- 
man Hua s visit, is due to meet once a year 
alternatively in Bonn and Peking. It replaces 
the joint governmental commission which 
had been meeting at senior foreign ministry 
official level since 1976. 

Lambsdordf win be accompanied by lead- 
ers of sectors OF West German industry 
interested in trade and investment in China.

U.K. oil production 
balanced with demand 

LONDON, Aug. S (R) A sharp fall in 
home demand means Britain is now pro- 
ducing as mfleh oil as it consumes, govern- 
ment figures showed Wednesday. 

The figures showed that in the second 
quarter of 1980, total use of petroleum and ' 
British production balanced at 19.5 million 
tons (1.56 million barrels per day).' 

The Energy Department said the nation’s 
use of oil was sharply down. Britain used 
13.5 per cent less in the period April- June 
1 980 than in the same quarter of 1 979, it said. 

It added that over the first half 19S0 total 
use of energy was down 8.1 per cent on the 
first six months of 1 979 and, within that total, 
oil consumption fell 14.5 per cent. The fig- 
ures are in line with trends elsewhere in the 
West where high prices and recession are 
forcing down demand for oil and helping to 
create a glut. 
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New UAE 
find doubles 
gas reserves 

ABU DHABI, United Arab Emirates, 
. Aug. 8 (Agencies) — a New gas field being 
developed off the coast of the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) would more than double 
the Gulf state's reserves, oil industry sources 
said Thursday. 

They said the Umm Shaif field, between 
Abu Dhabi and Qatar is estimated to contain 
24,000 billion cubic feet of natural gas, which 
would make it one of the largest in the world. 
The UAE government has hot announced 
figures for the field. 

The LlAE’s total gas reserves were 20,500 
billion cubic feet at the end of last year, 
Organization of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) figures show. 

Crude oil deposits estimated at four billion 
barrels were discovered in the United Arab 
Emirates last year, a Dubai newspaper 
reported Thursday. The official UAE news 
agency quoted the daily newspaper AI -Bayan 
as saying discoveries made in 1 979 were eight 
times the countries crude oil production of 
500 million barrels in that year; 

U.S. trade deficit 
slashed by 28 % 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) — A 
decline in imported oil and precious metals 
reduced the U.S. trade deficit by 28.6 per 
cent in the second quarter of 1980, the U.S. 
Commerce Department announced Wed- 
nesday. 

The merchandise trade deficit fell to$ 7.8 
billion, compared to a revised deficit of$ 10.9 
billion in the first quarter. Imports declined 
3.1 billion, or 5 per cent, to 5 62:5 billion, 
while exports held virtually steady, at $ 54.7 
billion. 

The figures are on what is known as a 
balance-of-pay meats basis and exclude 
military trade of U.S. defense agencies. Vari- 
ous adjustments are madtr to reflect timing 
and values. 

Oil imports fell by $ 600 million in the 
second quarter, a 3-per cent drop to $ 21 
billion. The decline was due entirely to a 
' 12- per cent decline in volume, as imports fell 
a level of 7.44 million barrels per day. 

The average price per barrel rose 27 per 
cent to 5 30.86, running the total price 
increase for the first half of the year to 57 per 
cent. For the same period, the volume of 
imported oil fell 10 percent, to 7.93 million a 
day. 

The value of imported precious metals, 
principally gold, fell 1 billion dollars in the 
first, quarter, the Commerce Department 
said. 

Imported cars were down slightly but still 
claimed 28 per cent of the U.S. market, com- 
pared with 26 per cent in the first three 
months of the year. The stagnant U.S. export 
picture in the second quarter was due mainly 
to a decline in shipments of grain and collec- 
tors’ coins-. - 

Exports of farm products fell 7 per cent or 
S 700 million, to$ 9.7 billion, mainly because 
of the cutoff of grain shipments to the Soviet 
Union. 

Exports of coins fell sharply after reaching 
record levels during the first quarter, when 
silver prices soared. In the January- March 
period, coins were being shipped to Euro- 
pean refineries to be melted down for their 
silver content. 

Exports of U.S. auto parts to Canada 
dropped $ 400 million in April. May and June. 

Kuwait financial firm 
leads Canada loan 

KUWAIT, Aug. 8 (AP) — The Kuwait 
Investment Company is leading a; 20-million 
Canadian dollar loan issue in favor of the 
Export Development Corp., a 1 Canadian 
state-owned body, KI1C announced Thurs- 
day. 

The issue carries a 11.375 percent annual 
interest and falls due in 1985, the announce- 
ment said. The announcement added that the 
loan was the first Canadian bond issue led by 
an Arab financial institution in favor of a 
federal agency of Canada.

Mugabe aide held 
on murder charge 


SALISBURY. Aug. S { R j — Edgar Tek- 
ere. the hardline Zimbabwe minister charged 
with murdering □ white farmer, has been 
refused bail. 

High court Judge Anthony Smith told 
reporters Thursday night that an application 
for bail by Tekerc. remanded in custody two 
days ago on the murder charge, had been 
turned down after a Lhree-hour dosed hear- 
ing in his chambers. He would give his 
reasons for the decision Friday, the judge 
said. 

Police have charged Tekere. 43-year- old 
Minister for Manpower Planning and number 
three in prime minister Robert Mugabe's 
ZANU-PF Party, with murdering farmer 
Gerald Adams, 68. at his home just south of 
Salisbury on Monday. Up to 15 of Tekerc* s 
aides were also expected to be charged, 
police sources said. Tekere is regarded as 
leader of a radical black power faction in 
Mugabe's government. 

The case has brought acute embarrassment 
for Mugabe, playing host to visitng Mozam- 
bique President Samora Machd. He is due to 
fly home Friday after a five-day state visit, the 
first to Salisbury since the former Rhodesia 
attained independence from Britain on April 
18. Friday was the 17th anniversary of the 
birth of ZANU-PF (Zimbabwe African 
National Union — Patriotic Front!. Tekere 
was a founder member of ZANU. as the 


party was then known, when it split from 
Joshua Nfcomo's ZAPU (Zimbabwe African 
People's Union) in 1963. He is now its 
secretary -general. 

It would normally have been a moment for 
celebration since it is the first of the party's 
anniversaries to be held in an independent 
Zimbabwe. But it has been overshadowed bv 
Tekere’ s arrest, which has faced Mugabe with 
his gras est political crisis since independence. 

Adams was found shot through the back 
and crouched over a bloodstained farm radio 
after a group of armed men staged a 
military -type assault on Stamford farm. The 
motives behind the slaying were not dear and 
police declined to say when court proceed- 
ings against Tekere would begin. 

The killing also has presented Mugabe with 
dire political problems. Since independence. 
Mugabe has been trying to establish the new 
nation as a model of racial harmony, capable 
of overcoming the black- white hatreds 
engendered by a seven- year guerrilla war and 
nine decades of white minority rule. 

Bui Adams* death is certain to heighten 
white apprehensions about their future and 
raise doubts among the country's 200.0011 
white minority about their security under 
black rule. Tekere has expressed impatience 
at Mugabe's conciliatory attitude to the 
whiles, arguing that chance was not coming 
quickly enough for Zimbabwe's seven million

Africans. 

If he is acquitted of the charges, he seems 
certain to emerge as a hero of the black cause. 
If he is convicted, his following among 
ZANU-PF civilians and guerrillas could 
oppose the outcome of court proceedings, 
posing fresh problems for Mugabe. ZANu- 
PF sources said. 

Adding a further twist to the case, Tekere 
was an outspoken critic of Home Affairs 
Minister Joshua Nkomo. a political foe and 
junior coalition partner in Mugabe's gov- 
ernment who is in charge of the same police 
that arrested him.

Hurricane Allen swirls toward Texas 


MERIDA. Mexico Aug. 8 (AP) — Hur- 
ricane Allen roared Friday toward the Texas 
coast, less than 50n miles away, gathering 
strength from warm Gulf of Mexico waters 
after a Caribbean rampage that left at least 72 
dead. 

A hurricane watch was announced for the 
entire Texas and northeast Mexican coasts, 
and the U.S. National Weather Service said 
Allen could create hurricane conditions to 
portions of the watch area within 36 hours if it 
continued its course. 

At 6 a.m. EDT Allen's eye w-as near 
latitude 22.8 north and longitude 90.2 west 
— 500 miles east southeast of Brownsville. 
Texas, and traveling west northwest at IS 
mph, packing winds up to 145 mph, the 
wather service said. 

Hurricane force winds extended outward 
75 miles to the north and 50 miles to te south. 
Gale force winds extended outward 200 
miles to the north and 1 00 miles to the south . 

The weather service warned small craft 
from the mouth of the Mississippi River 
westward to the Mexican gulf coast, including 


the Yucatan Peninsula and around extreme 
western Cuba, to stay in port. Gale warnings 
were discontinued in the Florida Keys at 4:5ft 
a.m. EDT. 

Texas authorities were holding planning 
sessions Friday with 35 U.S. federal and vol- 
unteer relief agencies that would go into 
emergency action if the storm hit. Thousands 
of gulf homeowners stocked up on candles, 
food and plyw ood to hammer down windows. 
Hospitals boosted orders from bottled water 
and Red Cross and Salvation Army officials 
prepared relief centers and placed workers 
on alert. 

The weather service said Allen "is now the 
strongest ever observed in the northwestern 
Caribbean Sea and the second strongest 
Atlantic hurricane in modem records. Sev- 
eral others, however, have claimed many 
more lives” 

The Cuban news agency' Prensa Larina said 
Thursday the hurricane battered Isla de la 
Jubentud. the "Island of Y’ouih” formerly- 
called the Isle of Pines. 30 miles Cuba’s west- 
ern coast, ruining its cirtrus and tobacco 


Mount St. Helens erupts yet again 


VANCOUVER, Wash. Aug. 8 (API — 
Mount St. Helens erupted at 4:28 p.m. 
Thursday, belching a plume of ash and steam 
in its fifth major eruption since it exploded to 
life on May IS, officials said. 

Harmonic tremors — rhythmic vibrations 
that signal the movement of molten material 
within the mountain — had been recorded 
under the southwestern Washington peak 
earlier in the day. 

Following the harmonic tremors, tne 
restricted red zone around the peak was 
evacuated as a precaution. The ash plume 
was visible in Longview. Wash, and Portland. 

Ore. . , t 

Joyce Routson, a spokeswoman for tne 

Federal Emergency Management Agency', 
said no residents were living wjihin the zone, 
a square area that extends 2U to 35 kms from 
the volcano's crater. 


The May 18 eruption killed 3 1 people and 
left 33 others missing and presumed dead. 

Pete Rowley of the~ U.S. Geological Survey 
said the first eruption Thursday followed a 
pattern established by the July 22 erup- 
tion. Scientists had noted a decrease in the 
■amount of sulfur dioxide gas that was coming 
from the peak and a lessening of a small bulge 
within the crater. 

"Bad on that, we expected something to 
happen." he said. When harmonic tremors 
began just after noon and continued to build, 
the mountain was evacuated and a watch 
began. 

“The long term prediction is for more of 
the same." Rowley said. “We'll have a luD 
and then the mountain will erupt ag£in, but 
Fm not prepared to say how long that will 
be."

Pacific nation 
airlifts troops 
to Port Vila 

PORT VILA. Aug * iRi — Papua New 
Guinea Friday began flying troops mm Van- 
uatu (former New Hebrides) to help the 
newly independent South Pacific nation 
crush a secessionist rebellion on the island of 
Espiritu Santo. 

As the first 3“ soldiers left Port Moresby, 
Papua New Guinea, defense force comman- 
der Tel Diro said an airlift would continue 
until Wednesday when there would be more 
than 2$U combat troops in Port Vila. 

A Vanuatu government spokesman said 
that within the next week Britain and France 
would be asked to withdraw 200 troops they 
landed on Espiritu Santo shortly before inde- 
pendence from Britain and France on July 
3l\The troops were scheduled to remain 
there until Aug. 1 9 but did not end the rebel- 
lion. 

"It is becoming obvious the two groups are 
no: going to do the job for which their pres- ' 
ence was requested." government spokes- 
man John BeaSant told reporters in Sydney 
by telephone. 

By the time they left the Papua New 
Guinea troops would he ready to go into 
action on Espnntu Santo, he said, although 
the government hoped they would be used 
only to back up armed Vanuatu riot police. 
90 of whom are already in Espintu Santo. 

There arc already 150 Papua New Guinea 
troops in Vila, 100 of them front-line sol- 
diers. Papua New Guinea Prime Minister 
Julius Chan said his country had a responsi- 
bility to support its Melanesian brothers 


Extradition to Italy pending 


Blast suspect captured 


NICE. France. Aug. 8 (Agencies) — A 
hand- cuffed Marco Affatigato. the fugitive 
right-wing Italian extremist suspected in the 
Bologna railroad station blast, was taken 
before a heavily guarded Nice magistrate 
Thursday and then was ordered jailed pend- 
ing a decision on extradition. 

Dressed in blue jeans and a yellow tee- 
shirt, the calm 24-year-old told journalists 
outside the courthouse, with irony, that "he 
was persuaded to stay in France." Informed 
sources revealed Thursday morning that Nice 
police on Wednesday had also arrested 
Affatigato' s brother Roy and his sister-in-law 
but that they had been released after ques- 
tioning. 

Affatigato was arrested in this Riviera 
resort first on charges of possessing false 
identity papers and later on the strength of an 
international warrant issued by Italian 
authorities in connection with Saturdays 
explosion in Bologna ihaileft 76 dead. 

The Nice magistrate will examine the false 
papers charge, another charge of theft and an 
extradition request from Italian authorities, 
informed sources said. 

The Nice magistrate then agreed to jail 
Affatigato pending a decision from a higher 
court on the Italian extradition request. 

The French press splashed Affatigato'S 
arrest across front pages Thursday morning, 
with Le Figaro headlining him "Suspect No. 
1." 


France -Soir, over a four column picture of 
Affatigato, headlined. 

“The calm Italian of Nice." It quoted a 
police official as explaining his calm: " Either 
he had nothing to do with the attack or he has 
a rock-hard alibi." 

There was no indication when the criminal 
court at Nice will hear the extradition case 
based on the Italian international warrant. 
Informed sources said Italian authorities had 
been interrogating Affarigato since shortly 
after his arrest. Police headquarters was bar- 
red to journalists and French authorities 
maintained the strict silence on the details of 
his arrest. 

It was not even clear how French 
authorities whisked Affatigato out of the 
police compound for his appearnace at the 
courthouse. 

Italian authorities said that Affatigato fit 
the general description of a composite por- 
trait of a man seen carrying a suitcase at the 
Bolongna railroad station shortly before Satur- 
day's blast. According to Le Figaro , 
Affatigato offered no resistance to arresting 
officers and even claimed to have told them 
he had been awaiting their arrival. 

"Eveiy time a bomb goes off in Italy, they 
think of me.” he was ■ Joted as telling offic- 
ers. "I expected your visit." 

What also came into focus 24 hours after 
his arrest was a probable portrait of 
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Italian prosecutor murdered 


PALERMO, Sicily, Aug. S (AP) — A 
cool-headed gunman pumped five bullets 
into the chief state prosecutor of this Sicilian 
capital Wednesday evening and the vicitim 
died shortly afterward, police said. 

Police and court officials said they sus- 
pected that Gaetano Cnsia. 64. was mur- 
dered to intimidate local prosecutors who are 
investigating alleged drug traffic between Sic- 
ily and the United States. 

The killer, described by police as a profes- 
sional. shot Costa four times with a .38- 
caliber pistol as he was looking through the 
window of a downtown bookstore. The mur- 
derer then stepped up to the bod> and fired a 
fifth bullet into Costa's head before fleeing in 


a mid-sized blue car driven by an accomplice. 
Costa was taken to the civic hospital, where 
he died. 

Magistrate Giovanni Falcone told repor- 
ters that local prosecutors have recently 
made dramatic progress in their investigation 
of international narcotics traffic. On May 6 
they issued 54 arrest warrants against mem- 
bers of several leading Mafia families and two 
associates of convicted Italian financier 
Michele Sindona. 

Costa has strongly supported the inquiry, 
courthouse sources said. He recently expre- 
ssed opposition to proposals to grant bail to 
several people arrested in the case, the 
sources said.

Iranians protest police 


WASHINGTON. Aug. S (Agencies) — 
Angiy Americans threw bottles, stones and 
eggs Wednesday at 2< >0 Iranians demonstrat- 
ing 100 yards from the White House against 
alleged police brutality. 

Five hundred Americans, waving U.S. 
flags and carrying such signs as "free our 
hostages ( prisoners)" — the 52 U.S. hostages 
in Iran — left their offices in the 100-degree 
midday heat to shout obscenities at the Ira- 
nians. Two hundred and fifty policemen, 
including 20 on horseback, kept the two 
groups apart during the three-hour confron- 
tation. but Americans tore up some of the 
Iranians' banners, including one reading 
"Long Live (Ayatollah) Khomeini." 

Three Americans were charged with 
throwing missiles before police finally 
escorted the Iranians away, through tw o lines 
of shouting Americans. 

The Iranians were protesing against what 
they said was brutal treatment by police who 
arrested 1 92 Iranians during demonstrations 
here 1 1 days ago. White House spokesman 
Jody Powell said Wednesday President Car- 
ter insisted the law be strictly enforced in 
handling the 192 Iranians. 

Meanwhile, about 5ft employees of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
stayed away from work Thursday to back up 
their charges that the Iranian protesters were 
released without proper checks to see if they 
were in the Lmiled States illegally. The 
American Federation of Government Emp- 
loyees charged the INS was "covering up the 
facts" about how the Iranians were proces- 
sed. 

“All are being sent telegrams ordering 
them to report to work immediately." INS 
spokesman Verne Jervis said of the emp- 
loyees who had called in sick. 

Former U.S. Attorney General Ramsey 
Gark. who recently made a controversial 
visit to Tehran to try to win the release of the 
hostages, said that the treatment of the Ira- 
nian demonstrators by U.S. authorities was 
“unwarrantecF and "illegal”. 

Cark. who observed the march of the Ira- 
nian protesters through crowds of jeering 
counter-demonstrators, said of the 192 
arrested Iranians last July 27: “It is abun-

in tiny sailing vessel . 

CAMBRIDGE. England. Aug. S (AP) — 
A 33-year old British sailor made the record 
books Thursday after sailing round the world 
single- handed in the smallest vessel ever 
known to complete the voyage. 

Shane Acton, who left his home in Cam- 
bridge. north-east of London, in 1972 with 
only 20 pounds (S47.40) in his pocket, 
returned 30,000 miles and eight years later to 
a civic reception and an unexpected message 
of congratulations from Prince Philip, hus- 
band of Queen Elizabeth II.

Mauritania, Aug. S 
(AFP) — One person died and another 
was missing after- a Romanian airline 
Tupolev- 1 A airplane carrying 172 per- 
sons crashed off the Mauritanian coast 
Wednesday, official sources said. 

Thirteen persons were injured, includ- 
ing 4 seriously, sources said. Earlier, reli- 
able sources said that 140 persons were 
missing at the crash site, about 300 meters 
from Nuuadhibou Airport on the 1 
Mauritanian coast. 

The Tarom airline plane was carrying 
IS crew and 154 passengers, most of them 
relief crew for Romanics Atlantic fishing 
fleet. Meteorological sources here said 
that visibility was poor as the plane 
approached the airport, blit the cause of 
the crash was not vet known. 
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
